A new bo o k, “ Electio ns a nd the Po litica l 
Order” by the Univ ersity o f Michiga n Sur­ 
v ey Resea rch Center, o ffers fresh ev idence 
to suppo rt so mething ma ny ha v e lo ng be­ 
liev ed: Mo st America ns v o te co nsistently 
fo r their fa v o rite pa rty , with little tho ught 
a bo ut issues o r ca ndida tes. 
In the 1 95 8 co ngressio na l ra ce, fo r in­ 
sta nce, the resea rchers fo und tha t 8 4 per 
cent o f a ll v o tes fo r the Ho use were ca st by 
pa rty members suppo rting their pa rty ’s 
ca ndida tes. 
Only a bo ut sev en per cent — less tha n 
o ne perso n in 1 0—cla imed tha t v a lid po liti­ 
ca l issues ha d a ny thing to do with the wa y 
they voted. 
Pa rty lo y a lties a re ty pica lly lea rned 
ea rly in life, usua lly in the fa mily , a nd a re 
ex tremely lo ng-la sting. Since a pa rticula r 
ca ndida te’s pa rty la bel is the o nly piece o f 
info rma tio n ma ny v o ters ev er get—o r ca re 
to get—it v irtua lly a ssures the ma jo rity 
pa rty o f co ngressio na l co ntro l. 
Wha t the v o ters do no t get, ho wev er, is 
a ssura nce tha t they will receiv e legisla tiv e 
a ctio n tha t is pro mised by the pa rty la bel. 
“ The ca ndida tes who ha v e presented 
themselv es to the co untry under two pa rty 
sy mbo ls immedia tely brea k ra nks fo llo w­ 
ing the electio n,” sa y the a utho rs. The 
pa rties spea k in Co ngress no t a s two v o ices 
but a s a “ ca ca pho ny o f blo cs a nd indiv idua ls 
fulfilling their o wn definitio ns o f the public 
go o d.” 
Thus a co ngressma n who is a n a rtful 
ca mpa igner “ is a ble to dev elo p electo ra l 
strength tha t is a lmo st to ta lly disa sso cia ted 
fro m wha t his pa rty wa nts in Co ngress 
a nd wha t he himself ha s do ne a bo ut it.” 
When a co ngressma n fa ils to heed pa rty 
discipline a nd v o tes a ga inst his pa rty , it 
ma y so metimes be due to dema nds fro m 
the peo ple ba ck ho me.

H IE KING KNOWS THE WESTERN WORLD 
Bangkok. Thailand— You have been in Bang­ 
kok a day , and y ou suddenly wake up to the fact 
that y ou haven’t seen a single Siamese cat. They 
seem rarer than white elephants. Asking for an 
ex planation, y ou are told there are more Siamese 
cats in America than in Thailand. The Thai people 
have all along been assimilationist; they have 
been absorbing Chinese into their family , mer­ 
cantile and government structures for a long time. 
And to judge from the western, or alley , ty pe of 
cat that y ou see here in plenty , there must be a 
policy of cat assimilation, too. 
Or may be it Is an ex change proposition: the 
"east," as ty pified by the Siamese cat, goes to 
America, and the "west" ex ports its own fashions 
to the east. The cultural diffusion is found on the 
very highest level. What strikes the visitor in 
asking q uestions about the government of Thai­ 
land is eliciting the information that the king­ 
ship here has far more than merely ceremonious 
meaning. His Majesty King Bhumibol takes an 
active pert in affairs of state, which is "old 
European" rather than any thing that might be 
called American. But the story of the Thei Roy al 
Family , as it has unfolded during the past two 
generations, is something that is very American 
in its flavor, and it should appeal to American 
readers. 
Let's start bafck in the Nineteen Twenties, 
when the present King’s father, Prince Mahidol, 
was study ing at Harv ard in the United States. 
Prince Mahidol had his own ideas. Bored with 
the official life that had been projected for him. 
he insisted on going to America to study a career 
in public health. In Boston he met a Thai girl, a 
commoner, who was study ing to be a nurse. He 
married her. The American, or democratic, flavor 
to the marriage is that it provoked no particular 
reaction in Thailand. Edward VIII of England 
could not marry a commoner and get away with 
it, but a Thai prince could. 
The story goes that Prince Mahidol refused to 
go to work in a state hospital because he knew 
that, if he did. he would be accorded special 
favors. He preferred a priv ate hospital in the 
provinces, far to the north of Bangkok in the 
frontier town of Chiang Mai. Again the American 
note is struck: the Prince, in insisting that he 
do things on his own. was acting like Winthrop 
Rockefeller, who preferred getting his 
busi­ 
ness training as a roustabout in the oil fields 
rather than taking a top post with Standard Oil 
in New York. 
Unfortunately , the democratic Prince died be 
fore he could get on with his public health career. 
He lived just long enough to interest the Rocke­ 
feller Foundation in Thai medicine, and thus he 
gave the nation its first medical school. He is 
known today as the father of modern medicine in 
Thailand. 
The Prince's son, now King Bhumibol Adul- 
vadej, is in the American tradition all the way . 
He was born in Cambridge. Massachusetts, in 
1927. He grew up in Switzerland, where, in the 
interv als when he was not study ing languages, 
he indulged a passion for American 1azz. He 
learned to play the sax ophone, which he still en­ 
joy s doing as an occasional member of his own 
Roy al Band. After he had succeeded his brother 
Ananda on the nine-tiered umbrella throne at the 
tender age of eighteen, King Bhumibol continued 
to work at composing music; one of his many 
songs was taken by Mike Todd in the early Nine­ 
teen Fifties for a Broadway production. 
The King married his second cousin, a beauty 
named Sirikit who was the daughter of a Thai 
ambassador of roy al blood. Queen Sirikit turned 
out to be just as unstuffy as her husband. She 
has been known to knock about the North in 
Thailand in slacks and sneakers with the King, 
who likes to walk in the hills to distribute medi­ 
cine and clothes and drive* his own sturdy Jeep. 
It is not important that Americans should 
love the King of Thailand because of the demo­ 
cratic flavor of his background. But sy mpathy 
for the King’s sy mbolic relationship to the West 
can be a plus if it helps Americans to sustain 
their own part in the struggle to keep the Red 
Chinese from dominating the Asiatic world. Of 
perhaps even greater importance is the fact that 
the King, along with others in his governmment, 
is not In the least provincial. They know from 
observation that American power, if sincerely ap­ 
plied. is sufficient to help them keeD Thailand 
what its name literally implies, the "land of the 
free."

The DOCTOR SAYS 


Electro nics Ha s Impo rta nt 
Pla ce in Medicine, To o 
By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D.

Modern electronic devices are being used In 
every field including human phy siology ', the chem­ 
istry of living organisms and the diagnosis and 
treatment of disease. 
One of the first of these, the electrocardio­ 
graph. has been with us for over 50 y ears and 
has become a common and indispensibie item of 
medical eq uipment. 
Earlier models have been 
improved and simplified and the number of dif­ 
ferent angles from which the electric impulses 
within the heart may be studied has been greatly 
ex tended from the original three leads. 
Valuable as this device is, it has its limita­ 
tions. 
It is employ ed chiefly to detect disorders 
of cardiac rhy thm such as skipped heats, abnor­ 
mally fast pulse and various ty pes of heart-block, 
the changes that occur when the left side of the 
heart is greatly enlarged and those that occur 
after an obstruction in a coronary artery has dam­ 
aged the heart muscle. 
Unfortunately it cannot 
predict an impending coronary attack. 
The electroencephalograph or brain wave ma­ 
chine was developed over 35 y ears ago and has 
its greatest field of usefulness in detecting epi­ 
lepsy in persons even when they are not having 
an attack. 
It may also give y our doctor a clue 
concerning brain damage caused by concussion, 
brain tumor or ox y gen deficiency . 
The short wave diathermy machine applies 
heat to painful muscles and joints to depths be­ 
neath the skin which a hot water bottle or elec­ 
tric pad cannot penetrate. 
The electric cautery is a device used by sur­ 
geons to destroy diseased tissues that are hard to 
remove with a knife. 
For ex ample, the probing 
end. which is not much wider than a needle, can 
be introduced through a cy stoscope into the blad­ 
der. A current brings to a red heat only the tip 
of the probe. 
Without having to cut into the 
bladded. y et under direct vision through the 
scope, the cautery can be used to remove a tumor. 
The endoradiosonde or radio pill is an in­ 
genius device about 0.4-inch in diameter and 1.2 
inches long. It contains a radio transmitter and, 
when swallowed, will send out to a bedside mon­ 
itor such information about conditions within the 
digestive tract as temperature, level of acidity or 
alkalinity , enzy me activ ity and a v ariety of 
other information. 
Other electronic aids to the 
practice of medicine will be described tomorrow.
